These 
include Vice President for 
Academic Affairs, Dean of Con- 
tinuing Education, Dean of the 
School of Business, Assistant to 
the President, and College Union 
Director. Zietz, spokeswoman for 
the panel, pointed out that many of 
these positions were not advertised 
on campus, nor were committee 
recommendations followed by the 
President.

“Thus.” the panel pointed out,

appointed for only one semester or 
only one year have taught atCSUS 
on a part-time basis. In reality, of 
87 new faculty on our campus, only 
10 are filled by women in regula: 
tenure-track positions in dis- 
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ciplines which are not traditionally 


regarded as women’s fields

Tremors of discontent over the 
hiring of Associate Dean of 
Students Shirley Uplinger are be- 
ing felt from the Counseling 
Department 

A formal grievance from certain 
high-ranking members of the 
Counseling Department is being 
considered. It will charge that per- 
sonnel hiring procedures were 
violated by the hiring of Uplinger, 
and that involvement of staff 
decision-making in the hiring was 
ignored by Dean of Students Nor- 
man Better 

Counseling members who wish 
to withhold their names awaiting 
decision on filing the grievance, 
stated that Dean Better hired 
Uplinger without the use of a 
“search committee” which, ac- 
cording to them, is in violation of 
personnel procedures 

Search committees are res- 
ponsible for the participation of 
staff and department heads in the 
search, screening and interviewing 
of new applicants for CSUS 
positions
